The Federal Housing Administration does have 
standards for its subsidized housing, but these are 
administrative standards, which can be reviewed or 
revised at any time - say Monday or Tuesday. 

In effect the people of the Massachusetts com- 
munities are being deprived of any advance assurance 
of the minimum standards to be imposed on them, 

4, Permit hearing up to city or town, Pure 
camouflage, There is no discretion for city or town, 
They must have a hearing on application, and if they 
deny, the petitioner can say that they are unreason- 
able, and take them tothe new State Board of Appeals, 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws has been by-passed, 
and the hearing is in effect held with a gun at the back 
of the head of the board, 

The powers ofthe Planning Board are by-passed, 
and so are the powers of the Board of Health, The 
local Board of Appeals becomes both of these boards, 

The word ‘unreasonably’ is completely mislead- 
ing. > Anything is unreasonable, in this law, which 
imposes costs on the developer that he is unwilling to 
pay, There is nothing in the law which says whether 
or not any set of regulations are unreasonable, 

‘Open spaces and insure safe building and hand- 
some design’ is admittedly a handsome phrase, In 
an adverse manner the law does encourage a town to 
zone open space, but it doesn’t encourage open spaces 
around the buildings to be erected, which could 
become an ‘unreasonable cost’, 

More important, no municipal agency, other than 
Historical Districts, have the power to control es- 
thetics (i.e, handsome design), Nor does Chapter 
774 control esthetics,

newly created State Board of Appeals, which never 
was contemplated in Chapter 40A, 

State agencies have much to be desired, in their 
dealings with the communities, The Outdoor Adver- 
tising Agency has a long history of ignoring the 
desires of the local communities, 


r ‘Judicial Review’ is a very comforting thought, 


- but the ground rules have been changed substan- 


But tially. 
¥ Under Chapter 40A Judicial Review is available 


to any aggrieved party, inaccordance with standards 
which are carefully specified, Chapter 774 is an 
entirely different game, which can be quite adverse 
to the interests of the local community, The only 
aggrieved party may be the applicant and the com- 
munity, and not any of the aggrieved neighbors, 

6, No local zoning restriction can be overridden 
+ This is totally misleading, and an inaccurate 
interpretation of the new law. 

Oddly drafted, it specifies that requirements or 
regulations shall be considered consistent with local 
needs only where Low. or Moderate Housing exists 
in excess of 10% - or on sites comprising 1 1/2% 
of the total land area zoned residential, commercial 
or industrial - - or the construction on more than 
three tenths of 1% of such land area or 10 acres, 
whichever is larger, in one calendar year, 

This can be disaster to any Massachusetts com- 
munity, but more particularly, those close to Boston, 

Low or Moderate Income Housing does not 
include those homes owned by local families, suchas 
is the case in Wilmington, It means only Publicly 
Sponsored housing, such as the Old Age Housing 
on Deming Way, None of the many low and moderate 
income homes in Wilmington would qualify, even 
though the law would lead to such an assumption, 


Three tenths of 1% sourids very small, Wilming- 
ton has 10,500 acies, Three tenths of 1%is approx- 
imately 30 acres, 

Since the density of population can be suspended 
by the State Board of Appeals by a majority vote 
(three out of five), thirty families could be located 
on each acre, in any year - a total of 900 families, 
or about 3600 newcomers to Wilmington, The local 
officials would be unable to stop it - any of their 
heretofore legal actions would be ‘unreasonable’, 

Wilmington, with incoming families numbering 
125 to 150 peryear, has been hard set to keep up with 
School buildings, What can it do if there are'900 
new families? 

Disregard of Development Regulations, dis- 
regard of the local Board of Health - and the flooding 
of school facilities, Those are the possibilities of 
Chapter 774, 

Chapter 774 of the Acts of 1969 can become 
Disaster to any of the many communities which are 
suburban to Boston - not to the Lincolns, Dovers 
and Waylands which were the ostensible target of 
the ‘snob zoning law’, but to those hard pressed 
communities which are already overburdened by 
taxes, 

Let a Limited Development Corporation offer 
$20,000 an acre to many land owners in those com- 
munities, and they will sell, And the Town Fathers 
will be powerless to stop Disaster,
